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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is based on application 10/595,751 filed 9 May 2006. Claims 
1-11 and 13 are currently pending and have been considered below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claim 11 is rejected under 35 U.S. C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Applicant's specification does not define a 
"computer readable medium" as declared as a claim limitation. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claims 9, 10, and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Van Der Brug (US PGPub 2006/0204215) 

5. Claim 9: Van Der Brug teaches a circuit for retrieving data objects stored in a 
storage device organised in allocation units, the circuit comprising a processing unit (Fig 
1, 124). 

6. Claim 10: Van Der Brug teaches an apparatus (Fig 1, 1 10) for rendering of 
audiovisual data, comprising a memory for storing audiovisual data (Fig 1, 118), the 
circuit according to claim 9 for retrieving audiovisual data from the memory (Fig 1 , 124) 
and means for rendering the retrieved audiovisual data (Fig 1, 130). 

7. Claim 13: Van Der Brug teaches a programmed computer enabled to execute 
the method according to claim 1 (Fig 3, 300). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-8 and 11 are allowable over prior art for reasons as stated in 
applicant's remarks submitted 25 June 2008. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's remarks submitted 25 June 2008 in response to Office Action mailed 
9 January 2008 have been fully considered below. 

Specification Objection 

1 0. Applicant has amended the title of the invention. The Examiner finds that the 
amended title is sufficiently descriptive and removes the previous objection.

Claim Rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 101 

1 1 . Applicant has amended Claim 1 1 to include a "computer readable medium". The 
Examiner finds that the amendment resolves Examiner's rejection under this section 
regarding non-statutory matter. However, a new rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 has 
been entered for the amended claim due to the introduction of new matter. 

Claim Rejections under 35 U.S.C. S 102 

12. Applicant argues that the prior art of record fails to teach retrieving objects based 
on the fragmentation of two data objects, and argues that the prior art of record 
retrieves objects on the basis of proximity. 

13. The Examiner agrees with applicant's remarks for Claims 1-8. After further 
search and consideration, the Examiner finds the claim limitations allowable over prior 
art. Prior art rejections of Claims 9, 10, and 13 have been maintained due to reasons 
set forth in MPEP 21 1 2.01 (I). The Examiner maintains that the circuit, apparatus, and 
programmed computer as claimed in Claims 9, 10, and 13 are substantially identical in 
structure to the prior art of record. Therefore, applicant's claimed invention of Claims 9, 
10, and 13 are anticipated by Van Der Brug.
